Chiefs of the 15 non-operating 
unions also w'ere concerned about 
th e "freeze" although th eir m ain 
w orry w as w hether the w age board 
reconvened by P residen t Roosevelt 
w ould reopen th eir en tire pay dis­ 
pute or confino itself to consider­ 
ation of th e ir claim s for overtim e.

WASHINGTON—More than any 
conflict in history. World War ll 
is a battle of ’ secret weapons” an 
mechanical perfection, and devel­ 
opments to date have left little 
doubt that the United States ha* 
a comfortable head-start In new 
death-dealing devices. 
Some of the secret weapons can 
only be hinted about because tho 
enemy would pay a fortune for a 
blueprint of them, but others like 
the famous “bazooka,” have been 
made public after the high com­ 
mand decided the enemy knew 
something about the weapon. 
Secret weapons developed by the 
Army may become public property 
a few months after they are put in 
use because they are more likely 
to be captured by the enemy. 


Navy Keeps Secret* 
The Navy's secret devices will 
not be divulged until after the war, 
if then, because there is little 
chance that a warship or a Navy 
plane at sea will fall into enemy 
hands. 
American victories on land, sea 
and air on fronts throughout the 
world during the past year are the 
best proof of United States excel­ 
lence in equipment and progress in 
the development of new weapons. 
In 
North 
Africa 
the 
United 
States Army startled the Germans 
and the world with a simple anti­ 
tank and anti-pill 
box weapon 
called launcher, rocket, AT. M-l, 
and n i c k n a m e d “bazooka.” It 
looked like a piece of pipe and it 
fired a deadly, armor piercing rock­ 
et shell. 
Rear Admiral W H. P Blandy. 
retiring chief of the Navy's ord­ 
nance bureau, recently gave news­ 
men a broad hint that afloat the 
United States has a number of rev­ 
olutionary, death-dealing devices.

De­ 
velopments along this line actually 
saved the modem warship from 
oblivion because it provided the 
means for repelling attacks by air 
As Blandy explained it to news­ 
man, the speed of planes makes it 
impossible for the human brain to 
compute the angle and range of 
fire In the American Navy it is 
done automatically. 
“In the case of the smaller 
weapons (20-millimeter and .50- 
caliber) the mere act of following 
the target with the gun or director 
s i g h t automatically determines 
how much a plane must be led,

For instance, the United States 
Cruiser Helena slipped into Kula 
Gulf in the Central Solomons last 
summer supported by other war­ 
ships The night was pitch dark 
and it w'as raining They expected 
the Jap* to run in reinforcement# 
on New Georgia. 
Suddenly, without actually see­ 
ing her targets, the Helena opened 
fire, sending one Jap destroyer 
after another down in flames Sub­ 
sequently she herself fell victim to 
a torpedo attack, but not before 
she had taken a heavy toll. 
There have been other instances 
like this. In fact, the Japs have not 
won a night engagement since the 
ill-fated Battle of Savo Island in 
August, 1042, when a Jap squadron 
surprised and sank four Allied 
cruisers that were guarding United 
States Marines during the invasion 
of Guadalcanal, 
Most heartening is the fact that 
more American secret weapons are 
on the way. 
Only dead Japs and

And in the meantime there are 
plenty of good old methods of 
treatment and we know their ac­ 
tion and know what disagreeable 
side effects they have. And often 
they don’t have any.
